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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: 123b in fig. 11. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.121(d), or amendment to the specification to add the reference character(s) in 
the description in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(b) are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior 
version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The replacement 
sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 
1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes 
are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of 
any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance.

should be amended to either remove the reference number or include it in the 
drawings. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claim 7 recites the limitation "the conductive layer of the semiconductor 
wafer" in the 3 rd line from the bottom. There is insufficient antecedent basis for 
this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 15, 24, 34, 44 and 54 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being 
of improper dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a 
previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) 
to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in 
independent form. To recite that the "insulating member comprises an insulating 
material" fails to further limit the subject matter of the previous claim, since an 
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insulating member would have to comprise an insulating material to provide 
insulation. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as 
set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to 
be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co. t 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1. Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at 
issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 1-61 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Woodruff et al. (Woodruff) , U.S. Patent 6,309 # 520 in view Greenspan, U.S. 



Patent 5,843,296. 
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The Woodruff patent discloses the claimed workpiece holder comprising the 
first holder having wafer support surface, an annular second holding member 
having a sealing means with packing and a conductive member within the packing 
(see claims 1-61). The reference further discloses other limitations to the 
conductive members and the arrangements thereof (see figures and col. 14, lines 1- 
37). The patent further appears to show the rotatable ring which would clamp (see 
figures 1-33). The reference further discloses the use of the workpiece holder in 
electroplating and accordingly, would include the bath and the counter electrode 
(see abstract). 

The Woodruff patent fails to disclose some of the shapes of the conductors 
and holding members. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made to modify the disclosure of the Woodruff 
patent, because such modification has been held to be within the purview of the 
ordinary artisan. 

The reference does not the disclose the hinge mechanism as claimed. The 
Greenspan is cited to show the use of the hinge mechanism in the electroplating of 
substrates (see figure 3). The invention as a whole would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the 
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disclosure of the Woodruff patent with the teachings of the Greenspan reference, 
because the Greenspan patent shows the use of the hinge to clamp a substrate for 
electroplating.
